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THE HOUSING 'MANUAL TECHNICAL 
APPENDICES 


‘THE Technical Appendices to the 1944, Housing Manual* 

which have just been published follow the example set 
in the 1944 Manual, except that, as is often the case with a 
revised edition, many of the chapters have been amplified 
and others brought into line with modern practice. 

It is a pity in this revision that cost, the one thing which 
is besetting all persons who are concerned with housing— 
local authorities, architects, builders—should have been 
relegated to the rather obscure place of Appendix J, where 
it is dismissed in two and a half pages out of a total of some 
86 pages, and the suggestions contained in this brief chapter 
do not appear to amplify what is universal to-day. 

It is right and proper that the Ministry of Works should 
collate the combined experience of their own Ministry, the 
Ministry of Local Government and Planning and the B.R.S., 
and make it available in an easily understood form for all who 
are concerned with house design, but it makes one wonder 
to what extent the cost-factor is taken into account by 
those engaged upon research, and local authorities and others. 
would be grateful for some guidance on this all-important 
matter. Such things as sound and heat insulation and efficient 
heating appliances are obviously most desirable in modern 
house construction and have been described with extreme 
thoroughness, but is the Ministry prepared to pay for these ? 
How often do such items suffer when the axe has to be wielded 
after tenders are obtained? If they are so desirable ought 
they not to be made essential and the loan sanction grant be 
conditional on their inclusion ? 

It is assumed, by the way, that-these appendices comply 
with the bye-laws throughout the country, since presumably 
they are backed by the Ministry as being safe and sound 
minima, for, taken as a whole, they form a useful addition 
to the vast amount of technical data which is to-day the lot 
of the practising architect to try to assimilate. It is only 
necessary to glance at Appendix K—“ British Standards and 
Codes of Practice,” a veritable nightmare—to realise the 
vast amount of material which has been collected during and 
since the war, and which now appears in specifications and 
bills of quantities as reference numbers to interpret which 
one needs a British Standard dictionary to hand. 

It is a sad reflection on the state of affairs to-day that a 
volume such as this has to spend much of its space in teaching 
us how to use inferior materials. The section on “ Precau- 
tions in the Use of Timber” makes particularly mournful 
reading in a.country which used to be so careful about the 
quality of timber bought. To read “joists and rafters nearly 
always develop greater strength if used one way up rather 
than the other depending on the size and position of the worst 
knots,” illustrates most aptly the problems confronting the 
industry to-day and one can only hope that the average clerk 
of works or carpenter studies the diagram showing how to 
construct a roof truss with knotted timber. We trust the 
knots follow the pattern shown ! 

Perhaps having criticised the volume for not giving a sufficient 
lead in regard to cost, it is hard to criticise it for failing 
to consider zsthetics—but all too often in its recommendations. 
the appearance of the buildings has been ignored. 

If at times the Technical Appendices appear to say the 
obvious and to give details of constructional points the answers 
to which every student should know, no doubt the Ministry 
would say there are many whose specifications are below what 
to-day must be regarded as necessary, but one could perhaps 
wish for fewer of the blinding glimpses of the obvious in 
a text book on efficiency and economy, in order to assist all 
who embark on the study of house design.

NOTES & NEWS 


NEW ARCHITECTS’ DEPARTMENT? 


BIRMINGHAM CoRPORATION is consider- 
ing the setting up of a new architects’ 
department to be responsible for ,the 
building work at present executed separ- 
ately by the various committees of the 
council. One temporary exception, how- 
ever, would be the Education Committee, 
which has its own architects’ department, 
and would continue on present lines, 
possibly until the redevelopment schemes 
are completed. 


The proposed architects’ department 
would be headed by a new chief official, 
. who would eventually be the city’s 
chief architect. The proposals are still 
in the preliminary stage and will not come 
before the council until the committees 
affected by the proposed change have 
discussed it. 


SEX INEQUALITY? 


ALTHOUGH she is considered competent 
to -fill a Tettenhall (Wolverhampton) 
Urban Council vacancy for an architec- 
tural assistant, Miss M. D. de Margry, 
A.R.I.B.A., a 30-year-old Wolverhampton 
woman, who was the only applicant for 
the post, has been turned. down because 
the council prefers a man. The appoint- 
ment is to be readvertised. 


Denying that the council is ‘“ anti- 
feminist” the surveyor (Mr. J. W. 
Mason) says: ‘‘We have only one 


architectural assistant and there are some 
jobs which are best handled by men. 


THE BUILDER 


The forbidding appearance of a man goes 
a long way with some contractors, especi- 
ally on building site supervision.” 

Miss de Margry, who works for a Birm- 
ingham firm of architects, says that she 
does not complain about the council’s 
decision, but thought its attitude “ old 
fashioned.” There was a widespread preju- 
dice against the employment of qualified 
women architects in responsible: posts, 
particularly among local authorities. 


THE TOWER OF LONDON 


Visitors to the Tower of London may 
wonder how the Conqueror. entered the 
White Tower, or Keep: they will not 
imagine that he did so by such a wooden 
structure on the north wall as at present 
gives the public access through a hole in 
this wall. There is nothing to tell them 
except brief references to it in guide 
books that the original ‘‘ front door,” 
whose position is marked to-day by a large 
window on the south west, or river side, 
was reached by means of a small tower 
containing a staircase. Such a fore-tower 
is to be seen to-day at Rochester Castle, 
part of which was built by Gundulph, 
Bishop of Rochester ; he was the architect 
of England’s first Norman Castle which 
we know as the White Tower. 


Although there is no sign above ground 
of the small tower remaining, evidence 
for the existence of it is conclusive, 
because it appears in all the ancient 
drawings from the 15th to the 17th 
centuries. Nothing is known, however, 
of the dimensions of the fore-tower, 
though it is reasonable to assume that

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these could be discovered by excavations 
on the site of the original foundations. 


The Ministry of Works state that there 
is a proposal, to be carried out “in the 
future,”’ to drop the ground level in front 
of the south elevation of the Keep. 
When this. takes place we are confident 
that the foundations of the destroyed 
fore-tower will be revealed. In view 
of the interest attaching to the Tower of 
London, both in this country and on the 
part of visitors from overseas, it seems 
most desirable that more immediate action 
be taken to solve a problem affecting a 
building of such great historical import- 
ance. 


The statement made in Parliament on 
Tuesday by Mr. George Brown, Minister 
of Works, that he hopes to be able to 
arrange for the Tower of London to be 
opened on Sunday afternoons for a trial 
period from July 15 is welcome, and it is 
to be hoped that the experiment will prove 
successful, 


BRYANSTON OPEN-AIR THEATRE 


BRYANSTON SCHOOL has just completed, 
for the use of its thriving drama group, 
an open-air theatre. This school, founded 
in 1928, in Norman Shaw’s personal 
renaissance house of the same name, near 
Blandford, maintains a strong arts group, 
particularly in music, painting and the 
drama. It also possesses, in a group 
calling themselves the Pioneers, 4 number 
of enthusiastic young men who have, 
within the last few years, built a new 
boathouse, converted old buildings into a 
bungalow and undertaken the construc- 
tion of the open-air theatre which is the 
subject of the drawing reproduced on this 
page. Under the direction of a member 
of the staff, Mr. J. D. Briggs, and with 
a minimum of professional help (Miss 
Judith Ledeboer gave help with the 
architectural drawings) the boys excavated 
the site and built the theatre in two years, 
a very fine achievement. Seating, steps and 
platform are in concrete, the backstage 
and wings being in brick. It was opened 
by Mr. Norman Marshall last month. 


CHELTENHAM FESTIVAL 


THE EXHIBITION OF ARCHITECTURE 
organised by the Gloucestershire Archi- 
tectural Association, in connection with 
Cheltenham Festival celebrations, which is 
being held at the Old Town Hall, Chelten- 
ham, until July 13, includes photographs 
of Regency Cheltenham, drawings and 
photographs of historic buildings in the 
county, examples of architectural students’ 
works, models of proposed and completed 
schemes carried out by Gloucestershire 
architects and students, and_ sketches, 
perspectives, photographs and drawings 
of work of the Gloucestershire Architectural 
Association. Motor - coach tours have 
been organised to visit some of the. out- 
standing examples of Regency architecture 
in Cheltenham.

CoNSPIRACY TO Quit EMPLOYMENT, OR 
OVERRULE DISCHARGE OF 'WORKMEN.— 
At the County Court at Birmingham, on 
Friday: week, a case was tried which 
involved the right of the masters of 
21 glass-blowers to turn them off with- 
out notice, for threatening to leave in a 
body, at a fortnight’s notice, unless. the 
masters restored four of their companions 
to their employment, although discharged 
for assaulting another fellow workman. 
An action was brought by one of the men 
for a fortnight’s wages to try the case, 
and it was shown to have been the custom 
of the masters to give such notice. The 
magistrate, however, said that in his 
opinion this was a conspiracy, and an 
offence at common law; indeed, he did 
not know whether or not it did not 
amount to a misdemeanour. Such being

Heswall Festival Hall Awards 


it Baie award of the assessor (Mr. P. G. 

Fairhurst, M.A., F.R.I.B.A.) in the 
open architectural competition for designs 
for a Festival Hall at Heswall, organised 
by Wirral U.D.C., was declared on Mon- 
day. Conditions called as principal require- 
ments for a main hall to seat 500 people 
(100 in a gallery) with a 25-ft. stage and 
a non-sloping floor. Provision of dressing- 
rooms, kitchenette, three club or lecture 
rooms and car park for 100 cars were 
stipulated. Following is the assessor’s 
award (which was ‘accepted on Monday 
night by the Council) : 


“The response of nearly 200 entrants 
showed the very great interest that has 
been taken in your competition. I have 
carefully examined the schemes submitted 
and my awards are as follows :— 


ist : No. 12 (£500 premium)—Kenneth

2nd: No. 163 (£350)—D. D. Attwater, 
A.R.I.B.A., and J. Baker Mellor, 
Dip.Arch.

** A very large number of the schemes 
showed great ability both in design and 
presentation. In the planning particu- 
larly much ingenuity has been shown and 
many attractive ideas worked out. In my 
opinion No. 12 meets the conditions with 
most satisfaction. The hall is well sited. 
It is a good, well-thought-out plan. The 
square main hall will give a sense of 
intimacy when used for its multi purposes. 
There is a roomy foyer and good crush 
space. The elevations are pleasant, 
relying on simple masses with good 
proportion. Such minor modifications 
as are required will be very easily effected. 


‘** The design placed second is also well 
sited and has a good plan. The scheme 
has original features. in design and 
presentation. The entrance hall and foyer, 
though attractive, are: larger than is 
merited by a scheme’ of this size. 


“The design placed third is a good, 
thoroughly thought-out and detailed 
design. The plan is not so compact and 
has not gained by having been spread out. 


**T should like to put on record both 
my own and, I am.sure, your appreciation 
of all the hard work which has been put 
into the schemes submitted.”

Although the local brick and stene of which 
the walls are built have weathered an even, 
dusty tone, considerable life is given by the

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play of light and shade from the robust 
saracenic-lombardic detail. 
After World. War II, the college was 


‘raised to university status, which produced 


‘an immediate demand for a considerable 
increase in accommodation. The late Pro- 
fessor W. G. Newton was instructed by the 
council to prepare a master plan; this, as 
later modified, is shown below. The first 
buildings to be put in hand were the Blue 
Nile and White Nile Hostels on either 
side of the main approach from Gordon- 
avenue. They are nearly completed, and 
are shown in these progress photographs 
taken by the Clerk of Works, Mr. C. W. 
Peachey. The climatic conditions of Khar- 
toum are exacting, producing problems of 
adequate protection from a tropical sun 
which, during the course of the year, strikes 
all four sides of a building; of through 
ventilation coupled with the exclusion of 
sand and small flies; of structural move- 
ment from diurnal temperature variation, 
etc. All these have to be solved if life 
during the months of March to October is 
to be endurable. On the other hand, neither 
fireplaces nor central heating are required, 
and both rainwater and sewage disposal are 
dealt with in a simpler way than generally 
required by bye-laws. 

For Professor Newton, briefed by the 
Principal, Mr. L. C. Wilcher, the problem 
was not only how to satisfy these practical 
requirements with which the Sudanese stu- 
dent would be all too familiar in his own 
home; it was also that of providing an 
architectural character which would contri- 
bute to his mental make-up through life. The 
hostels being part of the main group of

bun gs, it was felt that they should be 
collegiute in character, looking inwards round 
a cloister, each with its own sense of unity. 
This did not correspond with the normal 
practice of planning buildings to run east and 
west, shading with verandas the walls most 
in danger of heating up. The students’ 
rooms had to be heat- and glare-proof 
whether they faced south or north. Professor 
Newton has relied upon the use of massive 
brick cayity walls and of narrow windows— 
when they are not immediately under a pro- 
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Open brick screen flanking entrance: 


tecting cornice—set in deep reveals. These 
on the outside walls have been grouped to 
give on to a series of deep recesses, which 
with their arched heads and moulded bricks, 
echo the detail of the older building without 
copying the proportions. 

The bricks from the Nile Valley being 
soft and irregular but even in colour 
have been laid with wide recessed joints to 
gain effect from texture. In the screens 
flanking the entrances and in the stair 
towers, interesting use has been made of 
pierced brickwork. The upper floors and 
roofs are all in reinforced concrete, designed 
by Oscar Faber and Partners, who were the 
consulting engineers. Insulation to the roof 
is provided by two inches of sand and white 
tiles above and suspended c6iling below. 
Expansion joints. at regular intervals are 
frankly expressed. The cornices are all run 
in concrete, with the addition of certain 
stone mouldings, this warm- toned local 
stone being used also for decorative dress- 
ings in the dining and common rooms. 


The constructional work was supervised 
by the Public Works Department, under 
general direction from London. . The 
general contractors were Osman Saleh and 
Sons, of Khartoum. A new Laboratory 
Building and Science Lecture Theatre are 
now also under construction, and two 
further hostels and an Arts extension are 
to be started this year.

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HE FIRST FIVE YEARS of the 
Atomic Age will, in the architectural 
sense, probably be noted in history as the 
consummating period of structurally 
faced exhibition design.

period, said that he was satisfied with the . 


zsthetic truth of his work, but the integra- 
tion of the humanistic’and the functional 
elements still eluded him. Such a state- 
ment could rerhaps be put down to the 
fact that the master was forever his 
own hardest critic, but possibly more so 
to the fact that Sweden, unlike Britain, 
had experienced no revivifying period of 
austerity—for in such a period basic 
principles are restated and the past is of 
necessity relegated to its rightful position 
as a backcloth to the present and future. 


THE SITE A REVITALISING 
FACTOR 


To attempt to visualise the South Bank 
Exhibition as it might have been had the 
recent war and its effects not happened 
is difficult, yet worth an attempt. First, 
it would probably not have been on the 
South Bank. The exhibition’s forerunner 
—Wembley—would almost certainly have 
been considered a model upon which any 
representative exhibition should be based 
—bureaucratic design spiced with monu- 
mentality—buildings sufficient unto them- 
selves and placed on the traditional con- 
course. That the South Bank designers 
avoided such banality is to their credit. 
The revitalising influence of the limited 
site—admitting no ‘‘ grand manner ”’ vistas 
but forcing the necessity of three-dimen- 
sional designing—has been completely 
embraced, and an almost forgotten area of 
London has experienced something of a 
rebirth. Possibly for the first time in 
London’s history has the Thames been 
brought into its rightful position of 
importance in relation to human activity. 
To many this inclusion of the river 
within the scheme remains its great 
virtue ; the Victorian tradition of buttress- 
ing hard against the river bank dies hard, 
and the people’s pleasure at sensing a 
new-found freedom and relationship with 
their river is good to see. 


BRILLIANT SPATIAL PLANNING 


It is probably in the downstream section 
that evidence of the brilliant spatial 
planning is best seen, for here the grouping 
is more closely knit than in the upstream 
section; the dominance of the Festival 
Hall had to be resolved and the use of 
a limited water-front from Hungerford 
Bridge to Waterloo Bridge developed to 
the utmost. How well it has been done 
can be instanced by standing (or leaning) 
at a vantage point in the Harbour Bar, 
from where one sees the intervening space 
from the Bar to the Concert Hall 
punctuated by the Shot Tower, and 
contrasted with the Boating Lake and the 
stepped terrace; this combines all the 
lessons of space handling with lineal 
flow ; the scene, which could so easily 
have resolved itself into a mere contrast 
of elements each cancelling out the other 
to no particular effect, is remarkable for 
its architectural coherence and colour.

Perhaps in the “‘ Seaside’ section some 
chances have been lost of creating an 
atmosphere typical of English watering 
places, yet one senses that even here a 
necessary restraint has been self-imposed 
by the designers (possibly because of the 
proximity of the Festival Hall) or possibly 
to avoid creating too great a pocket of 
resistance to the general inter-patterning 
of the circulation planning. 


Of the downstream buildings one 
remembers with pleasure the Thames- 
side Restaurant with its gentle sweeping 
balcony overlooking the river and its studied 
interior. It is curious that to produce such 
a restaurant as this and to enforce its crea- 
tion the idea of the Festival had to 
happen. Metropolitan ‘Thames-side is 
bristling with opportunities awaiting de- 
velopment with ingenuity and taste. 
Surely this restaurant will clear the way 
for the full waterside development of 
architecture. In its construction the 
architects, Fry, Drew and Partners, have 
employed a new technique to form an 
arched membrane roof. The roof con- 
sists of a skin of aluminium alloy on each 
face. ‘These skins enclose a 2-in. thick- 
ness of cork. The aluminium is bonded 
to the cork to form a structural whole, and 
when used as an arch form it can carry 
loads over very considerable spans. The 
roof can be jointed with rivets in a 
fashion similar to aircraft construction. 
In the case of the Thames-side Restaurant, 
this form of roof has been used in a series 
of running arches to cover a bay 27 ft. 
long by 14 ft. wide, and is supported on 
3-in. diameter tubes. Such a roof con- 
struction has many advantages for it is 
malleable to the extreme—in this instance 
it takes the long curve of the river sweep— 
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and also has a high degree of thermal 
insulation, and on this score could equally 
weil be used for p -rtitioning. 


THE LION AND UNICORN 


The Lion and Unicorn Pavilion has 
earned many bouquets for its designers, 
Messrs. Russell and Goodden, and indeed 
it is a building of remarkable intrinsic 
beauty. The interior “flows”; here

is decor which never obtrudes itself above 
the structure. Colour is_ brilliantly 
handled, and for sheer lushness of 
decoration it has no equal in the exhibi- 
tion. It is also noteworthy as the only 
building on the site to contain a lamella 
roof. ‘The main structure is steel framed 
with the lamella roof spanning 45 ft. 
The stanchions are tapered towards the 
foundations, but struts have been

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introduced to counteract 
a weakness in the roof 
connection. These _ side 
struts do something to 
destroy the homogeneity 
of the structural idea, and 
it has, in fact, been 
suggested that possibly 
the wide eaves could have 
been made into a form of 
wind girder, then to strut 
the stanchions on one side 
by connecting them to the 
internal galleries. The roof 
itself consists of 8-in. by 
13-in. oak ribs connected 
by #,;-in.-thick bolted steel 
plates. The framework is 
covered with 4-in. - thick 
resin-bonded plywood, and 
finished with one layer of 
felt and aluminium paint. 
The Introductory Pavilion 
to ‘‘ Homes and Gardens,” 
by Mr. Denis Clarke-Hall, 
consists of a number of 
portal frames forming the 
main _ structural _ grid, 
infilled with canvas sheet- 
ing on pressed-steel frames. 
The panels are covered in 
such a way that any 
moisture! movement is 
eliminated by means of a 
spring-loaded _ steel bar 
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concealed within the outer frame. The 
covering is formed of triangular pieces 
of canvas in order to obtain equal move- 
ment in all directions. 


STRUCTURALLY EXPRESSED 
ARCHITECTURE 


It would take many pages to describe 
all the buildings at the South Bank even in 
the downstream section, but mention 
could be made of the charming Unicorn 
Café, a design exuding brio, and the 
exterior treatment of Wells Coates’s Tele- 
kinema, something of a gem in its scale 
and kind. Rarely has a group of buildings 


pointed so well the moral of structurally 


expressed architecture. Because of this 
imposed accent, one must forgive what 
seems a few false notes; perhaps “‘ Sgraffito 
stone walls are out of plae_ here, 
but it would be churlish to treat a few 
minor aberrations as of major importance, 
though some of the internal decoration 
verges on the ‘“ phantasmagoric,” in 
that it frequently mis-expresses the struc- 
tural form, but again such instances are 
trivial compared with the general; high 
standard of internal treatment. 

The sculpture could, in truth, have 
been of a higher standard, and its fre- 
quently ingenuous placing, showing a lack 
of sympathy between the worked material 
and the setting, is a minor tragedy. 
Charoux’s enormous group facing the 
Thames is not to everybody’s taste, and

is quite out of character and style with 
the exhibition in general. 


Many points are scored in the design of 
the exhibition furniture — waste - paper 
baskets, flower pots, lamp _ standards ; 
all these show us that it can be done and 
done extremely well, provided a logical 
approach is made to the problem. 


TOWARDS A CONTEMPORARY 
DESIGN IDIOM 


Perhaps a few years will have to elapse 
before we shall know just how good the 
South Bank Exhibition is, for it is in 
retrospect that all art stands or falls. 
Perhaps it may be judged, with a few 
exceptions, as being unadventurous, as 
breaking little new ground; perhaps 
again the studied isolation of most of the 
buildings may be criticised (a greater 
concentration of buildings leaving more 
large areas of “free” space was an 
alternative layout), but on the point of 
taste in form and colour few people will 
cavil; the standard here is definitely 
high; much simplification has been 
achieved ; as the eye travels over space 
and form, rarely does a falsity occur. 
Out of austerity have arisen new forms in 
design; no longer stylistic they point 
at the truth. Now at last are we on the 
way to a truly contemporary design 
idiom.

THE HOUSING CENTRE 
CONFERENCE 


To the Editor of The Builder 


Si ,—Will you allow me to correct your 

report of my contribution to the dis- 
cussion during the Housing Centre’s 
recent conference on ‘“‘ Housing Needs 
that are Not being Met,” whereby I 
appear to urge an increase in the number 
of flats now being built. 


According to the shorthand report of 
proceedings, what I actually said was 
‘From my own experience the housing 
needs not being met at present are those of 
families—young couples with three or 
more dependent children .. . We must 
all be aware that the points system is con- 
trolled by the ability to pay ... Such 
families in new dwellings find after a few 
months that perhaps four pairs of shoes 
are needing repair, new clothes are wanted, 
and the high rents make it hard to bring 
up a young family decently . Then 
there is the question of young families 
who do not wish and should not have to 
live in flats. I am disturbed about the 
high proportion of flats being built in 
central areas . . Finally, there are the 
people who can afford to build their own 
homes. I would like to see a different 
emphasis on building, so that public 
money is spent only on péople who cannot 
afford an economic rent, and so that those 
who can afford to do so shall be free to 
build their own homes.”

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LONDON DEVELOPMENT PLAN 


Expenditure Limited to £27m. a Year 


"THE Town Planning Committee’s draft 

development plan for the administrative 
County of London was submitted by the 
committee to the London County Council 
at its meeting on Tuesday. The committee 
states that towards the end of the year a 
report on the development plan will be sub- 
mitted to the Minister of Local Govern- 
ment and Planning. 


The committee says that given the neces- 
sary labour and materials and . favourable 
economic conditions, the maximum gross 
capital expenditure (subject to Government 
grants) which the L.C.C. could undertake 
during the 20-year period of the plan would 
be of’ the order of £27 million a- year, 
and full account has been taken of this 
essential limiting factor in regard to L.C.C. 
developments. The plan as a whole, how- 
ever, covers all kinds of development, both 
public and private, but no estimate of capital 
expenditure for development other than 
that of the LC.C. has been possible. 


Residential areas to be developed in the 
first five years of the plan total 2,430 acres. 
Development in these areas providing dwell- 
ings for 233,000 people will involve displace- 
ment and rehousing of about 70,300 people. 
The sites for the 6-20 year period involve 
very heavy displacement of existing occupied 
housing, and something like 236,000 persons 
will have to be rehoused in order to re- 
develop these sites to accommodate about 
346,000 persons. The sites included repre- 
sent the maximum considered to be capable 
of redevelopment for housing within the 
administrative county during the 20-year 
period. ‘“‘ When these figures are measured 
against the total London housing need aris- 
ing from housing lists and displacements 
necessary to provide sites urgently required 
for community purposes, they serve to re- 
emphasise the important share that the new 
and expanded towns must take in providing 
houses for Londoners,” the report continues. 

During the 20-year period it is estimated 
that there will be a deficit of housing accom- 
modation for the administrative county of 
between one-quarter and one-half million 
persons. 


The density proposals follow the principles 
of the County of London Plan. Five density 
zones are proposed, namely, 200, 136, 100 
70 and under 70 persons an acre. The net 
densities are intended to be averages for the 
zones, but in certain circumstances it is pro- 
posed that higher densities than the average 
shall be allowed, for instance, on high ground 
and near a major open space, 


The total area involved in education pro- 
posals is 313 acres for the first five years 
and a further 928 acres during the next 15 
years. Over the whole 20 years the proposals 
involve the displacement and rehousing of 
89,000 people. 

Areas planned for new open spaces during 
the first five years total 480 acres, and those 
for the next 15 years total 590 acres, involv- 
ing displacement and rehousing of abovt 
5,400 and 45,000 people respectively. 


The proposals for roads include six “ fly- 
over ” intersections, 37 “ roundabout ” inter- 
sections, 103 miles of ‘new principal traffic 
roads, seven miles of major widenings of 
existing routes and two miles of new tunnel. 
Here again, displacement and rehousine 
problems arise to the extent of about 23,000 
people.

Buildings of Special Interest 


In addition to the buildings included in 
the statutory lists of buildings of special 
architectural or historic interest, which are 
being compiled under section 30 of the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1947, there are 
many buildings which, while they are not 
regarded as possessing a sufficient degree of 
architectural or historic interest to justify 
listing under the Act, are, nevertheless, 
worthy of preservation if this can be secured 
without unduly affecting other and wider 
interests. Such buildings are included in 
supplementary lists which are prepared for 
the information of local planning authorities. 
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IN PARLIAMENT 
Amenities of Westminster 
[N the House of Lords on June 20, 
Lorp STANHOPE called attention to the 
report of the Joint Select Committee, ap- 
pointed to inquire into accommodation in 
the Palace of Westminster as it affected the 
precincts of the Abbey and of Parliament- 
square, and moved for papers. 


He said that the Select Committee, of 
which he was chairman, had only recom- 
mended that, pending a decision being 
arrived at about how increased accommoda- 
tion could be found, premises in Abingdon- 
street and Bridge-street should be acquired 
so that Parliament could make such use of 
them as it desired. At the last meeting of the 
Committee they recommended that the 
proposals of Sir Charles Barry to build. the 
palace as he intended it, should be studied 
as a long-term project. That was the only 
proposal the Committee had made about 
new building. Sir Charles Barry’s scheme 
was most practical. It made the elevation 
on the side facing Parliament-square very 
much like that on the river side of the 
Houses of Parliament. It made a wonderful 
finish to Parliament-square, hiding the con- 
glomeration of motor-cars which was to be 
seen in New Palace-yard. It provided 247 
more rooms available for M.P.s or Govern- 
ment offices, and over 80 rooms in which 
papers could be housed. It was estimated 
in 1945 that it would cost £2,100,000. He 
was not suggesting that this scheme should 
be put in hand now, It was the duty-of the 
Ministry of Works to see that Westminster 
Abbey remained for generations not only 
as a place of worship and praise but for 
beauty and admiration to those who saw it 
now. He hoped that it could be opened up 
and made more attractive and beautiful 
than it was to-day. 


LorpD MERSEY said that there was the 
esthetic aspect to be considered. West- 
minster Hall was one of the only buildings 
in the country of that size, shape and 
history, a legacy of two remarkable kings. 
The result of building this pergola along the 
side of the roadway would be that the north 
fagade of Westminster Hall would be ob- 
scured and could only be seen from the 
roof. 


LoRD MOTTISTONE said there were four 
aims to be borne in mind; first, that the 
view of the Abbey from the south-east from 
Lambeth Bridge and the other side of the 
river must be preserved by keeping the 
buildings in Abingdon-street no higher than 
the present ones; second, that much needed 
accommodation should be provided for 
which Abingdon-street was eminently 
suitable; third, that the - fourteenth-century 
precinct wall of the Abbey and the building 
known as the Jewel Tower which was almost 
hidden, must be preserved and exposed to 
view; and fourth, that the need for a place 
close to the Abbey for memorials should 
be explored. They could become realities 
if a long, low building was constructed 
throughout the length of Abingdon-street. 
of three storeys only above-the ground 
floor, containing accommodation. The 
whole of the ground floor should be open 
throughout its length and width so that the 
building could stand on columns, forming 
an open colonnade or loggia, rather similar 
to the library of Trinity College, Cambridge. 
The northern end of the new Abingdon- 
street building, facing Parliament-square, 
could be terminated by the white stone 
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July 6 1951 


facade of the Palladian house in Old Palace- 
yard. 


LorD MorkRIsoN, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Works, said that the Select 
Committee had recommended that Sir 
Charles Barry’s extension should be studied 
as a long-term project. If this was a long- 
term scheme to remove the difficulties why 
did the Committee then recommend the 
acquisition of the Abingdon-street site? 
Surely the only possible justification for 
acquiring that site was to clear the ruins and 
erect a new building. That had been the 
development suggested by the Ministry and 
that was the project put before the House 
of Commons in 1946. The Barry scheme 
was not a practical one at present. The ex- 
tension would reduce the amount of parking 
space in New Palace-yard by 36 per cent. 
Second, the extension would project 33 ft. 
from the present boundaries into St. Mar- 
garet’s-street, reducing the width of the road 
by 18 ft. It would be a serious blunder to 
enclose New Palace-yard by a high building, 
completely blanketing Westminster Hall 
and restricting the view of the Clock Tower 
from Parliament-square. 


The Abingdon-street site was needed to 
supplement the serious deficiences in accom- 
modation of the Palace of Westminster for 
Lords and Commons, The project had still 
to be worked out in detail, but roughly the 
Ministry would provide accommodation 
either helping to meet deficiencies or freeing 
rooms required for other purposes. The 
Ministry was well aware of the need for 
protecting amenities in this important site 
and would take every step possible both by 
consulting the Royal Fine Art Commission 
and by exhibiting the plans before building 
commenced. 


The motion was, by leave, withdrawn. 


Scottish Progress Panel 

In reply to Mr. MCcINNEsS, on June 10, 
the Secretary of State for Scotland, Mr. 
MCNEIL, said he had appointed a Housing 
Progress Pane], whose task would be “to 
keep under review, in relation to the build- 
ing programme generally, all matters affect- 
ing the Scottish house building programme 
with a view to ensuring the ‘best possible pro- 
gress,.. having regard, to the Tesources 
available; and to report from time to time.” 
He had appointed Mr. William Leonard as 
Chairman of the Panel. 


Housing Sizes 

On June 19, MR. MARPLES asked what was 
the proportion of one-, two- and three-bed- 
room houses -built by local authorities 
since 1945. 

Mr. DALTon said that for permanent 
housés completed between April 1, 1945, 
and March 31 last, the proportions were 5, 
16 and 76 per cent. respectively; for per- 
manent houses in approved tenders in March 
this year the figures were 8, 34, and 55 per 
cent. 


London Airport Buildings 


On June 20, AtR COMMODORE HARVEY 
asked the Parliamentary. Secretary to the 
Ministry of Civil Aviation if the design for 
the permanent buildings at London Airport 
had been completed and approved; and 
when was the building to commence. 

Mr. BESwIcK said that the permanent 
buildings at London Airport would consist 
of a terminal block in the central area, 
hangars in two maintenance areas for. the 
British Airways Corporations and other 
operators and ancillary buildings in the 
Bath-road area. The designs of the con- 
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trol building, the operations building, and 
one passenger-handling building in the 
terminal block had been approved and 
working drawings were nearing completion. 
It was hoped to start construction work at 
the beginning of next year. The designs of 
the hangars for British Overseas Airways 
Corporation and British European Airways 
Corporation had been approved and con- 
struction had begun. The design of the 
buildings in the Bath-road area had also 
been approved and construction would start 
very shortly. 


Queen’s Hall Rebuilding 

On June 26, in reply to Major Tufton 
Beamish, Mr. GAlITSKELL said that, after 
consulting the Arts Council, the B.B.C. and 
the Henry Wood National Memorial Trust, 
the Government concluded that the Queen’s 
Hall should be rebuilt to provide a national 
concert hall and musical centre suited to 
modern needs. This would mean taking in 
the site of the adjoining St. George’s Hall. 
Messrs. Chappell, the leaseholders, were not 
prepared. to undertake the building of a 
larger hall and were therefore surrendering 
their lease. 


It was proposed that the new Queen’s 
Hall should seat 3,500, with room for another 
1,000 under promenade conditions, and 
including a small hall seating about 1,100 
for recitals and chamber music. Unfor- 
tunately, they could not in present conditions 
enter into any commitment as to when 
rebuilding could start.. The capital cost 
would depend on building costs at the time, 
but at present-day prices it would be about 
£1-£14 millions. Towards this, there was a 
war damage payment of some £350,000. 


The Henry Wood Memorial Trust was 
prepared to make available the money which 
it had collected for the furtherance of such 
a scheme in connection with the new Queen’s 
Hall, on the understanding that the new hall 
incorporated some special feature which 
would constitute a suitable memorial to the 
late Sir Henry Wood. 


Air Raid Shelters 

On June 28, Mr. AwBery asked the Home 
Secretary if he would give an assurance that, 
in considering his plans for the provision of 
air raid shelters for the public, he would 
take account of the demands for professional 
and technical building and engineering staff 
for the purpose of other parts of the defence 
programme. 

Mr. GEOFFREY DE Freitas said he would. 
Local authorities in the areas concerned 
were asked last November to undertake a 
survey of their shelter requirements, but so 
far no instructions had been given to local 
authorities to go beyond the preparation of 
general plans. He was advised that, as a 
general rule, local authorities could under- 
take this work without any. reinforcement 
of their technical staffs, but there might be 
a few cases where the survey could not be 
completed by the end of June, as originally 
contemplated. Any further preparatory 
work would involve the diversion of 
resources, particularly technical staff, from 
the more immediately urgent parts of the 
defence programme which were concerned 
with improving the readiness of our armed 
forces. In these circumstances, further pre- 
parations for shelter construction must be 
deferred for some time, though it might be 
possible to agree to some limited exceptions 
where no heavy demands on our resources 
would be involved. He was considering, 
in consultation with the: Secretary of State 
for Scotland, the possibility of erecting: a 
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small number of prototype shelters of 
new designs for the assistance of local 
authorities at a later stage. 


Private Enterprise Houses 

On June 26, Mr. Marpres asked the 
Minister of Local Government and Planning 
whether, in view of the fact that a pair of 
low-cost. houses, incorporating the design 
originally submitted to the Government by 
the Eastern Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, was now being erected by private 
enterprise at Ipswich, he would examine 
these houses, when completed, and recon- 
sider his objection to their erection by local 
authorities. 

Mr. DaLTOoNn said that the living-rooms and 
bedrooms in these houses were too small, 
and they were inferior in other respects to 
local authority houses now being built in 
the same area, and were only £15 cheaper.

Unfit Houses 

On June 26, Mr. DaLTon told Mr. Black 
that returns received from 1,411 out of 1,470 
housing authorities showed that during the 
period from April 1, 1945, to March 31, 
1951, 34,399 unfit houses had been demo- 
lished, and 5,387 houses had been closed. 


Development Plans 

On June 26, Mr. WALKER SmitTH asked the 
Minister’ of Local Government and Planning 
how many local planning authorities had 
submitted to him development plans m 
accordance with Section 5 of the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1947; and how many 
had been granted extensions. of time beyond 
July 1, 1951, within which to submit them. 

Mr. DALTON said. nine local authorities 
had so far submitted development plans; 
14 more would do so by July 1; 113 had’ 
asked for and had been granted extensions, 
20 of these extensions were for a few weeks 
only, until the next meeting of the local 
planning authorities. Ten others had not 
yet asked for extensions, but were expected 
to do so. 


New Towns 

On June 26, Mr. BrRalNe asked the Minis- 
ter of Local Government and Planning what 
was the housing programme for 1951 for 
each of the néw towns; and how many 
houses had been completed so far in each 
case. 

Mr. DALTON said the following was the 
required statement :—

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THE REPAIR ‘OF ANCIENT BUILDINGS 
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Surface Decay of Stonework and Method of Repair 


TH diagnosis of the cause of decay 
in the stonework of ancient buildings 
and methods of effective repair, were 
among the points discussed by Lt.-€ov. 
B. C. G. Snore, L.R.I.B.A., F.LA.A., 
F.I.A.S., in a recent lecture arranged 
by the Society for the Protection of 
Ancient Buildings. We take the following 
extracts from his remarks :— 

Before beginning any repair work it is 
necessary td diagnose the cause of the 
trouble. It is best to develop the habit 
of doing this in a certain order but in 
any case the practitioner will have to 
clear his mind on the following points : 
Whether decay is due to physical or 
chemical causes—there may have been 
crushing or shifting of weight ; what type 
of stone has been used, whether igneous 
basic, igneous acid, sedimentary (lime- 
stone or sandstone) or metamorphic ; 
what the physical and chemical character- 
istics of the stone are ; whether there are 
defects in design or maintenance which 
have caused stone failure. 


Having cleared his mind on these points, 
the architect will proceed to decide on 
any remedial measures. First of all he 
will see that any trouble which comes 
about through faulty design or mainten- 
ance, especially such things as defective 
rainwater pipes, gutters and parapets, 
etc., should be dealt with. These will 
not be difficult matters to decide. What 
is the minimum of repair that must be 
undertaken in order to keep the beauty 
of line and expression of the building ? 
Can anything be done to stop or check 
the weathering back of the remaining 
original surfaces? It may be that in 
certain exceptional circumstances a porch 
would be justified over some lovely door- 
way carving which was perishing. The 
architect will have to decide whether 
cleaning and/or conservation treatment 
should be considered; whether satis- 
factory repairs can be effected by 
‘‘ dentistry” patches; whether certain 
stones have weathered back in so whole- 
sale a way that an extraction is necessary 
and a new stone inserted ; if a new stone 
must be inserted will it be best to repair 
with stone from the same quarry or will 
it be advisable to quarry from a better 
one; what, if anything beyond cleaning, 
should be done with delicate carving or 
sculpture which is decaying ? 


THE MASON’S TOOLS 


It is important to understand the 
difference from inception to detailed 
finish between medieval and renaissance 
work. Medieval craftsmanship and 
therefore its repair is highly individual- 
istic. Mason’s tools have always been 
few and simple—small axe or adze, plain 
chisel, claw-tool. Latterly stones have 
been sawn and rubbed. An understanding 
of the stones will indicate the right 
method of working, for example :— 

_ (1) A stone which is almost wholly 

composed of relatively soft ooliths, 
concentric or radial, almost ‘“‘ Jack 
Frost ’’-like accretions of calcite, will 





look mushy and as horrible as it always 
in fact does look when these particles 
are cut-through and broken up. This 
is the main reason why I have always 
decried the effort to produce imitation 
oolitic limestone, or plastic material 
for patches, from crushed-up oolitic 
limestones. 


(2) Stones wholly, or almost wholly, 
composed of hard fragments of quartz 
crystals are a different matter; the 
saw breaks off surface crystals and 
leaves a lively face. Even rubbing will 
not destroy the liveliness. 


Detailed consideration must be given 
to the individual stone, not only for 
itself but in relation to all circumstances. 
Is a stone to be repaired or replaced ? 
Every bit of surface that can be saved 
must be kept—this will preserve the 
identity of the building as a whole. 


Generally, then, the S.P.A.B. recom- 
mends the use of careful plastic repairs 
whenever some part of a stone can be 
kept on the face, but though plastic 
repairs are better from an engineering 
point of view we feel that, generally speak- 
ing, the repair of the whole surface of a 
stone by the plastic or dentistry method 
tends to be an affectation and we then 
insert a suitable new stone. This can be 
very inharmonious and in certain cases a 
useful alternative is to insert suitably 
fashioned concrete blocks. 


PLASTIC REPAIR 


Plastic repairs consist of: (1) The 
cleaning out of the rotten material from 
the cavity. (2) The formation of a “‘key.” 
(3) The filling, in perhaps two coats, 


Of particular importance is the masonry 
of doors and windows and other special 
expressional features, because: (1) Attri- 
tion in these places cannot be allowed to 
proceed very far. (2) There is not mueh 
volume to lose and when mouldings are 
gone, a thought is gone, perhaps a whole 
emotion lost. 


In towns every stone building of 
historical or zsthetic importance should 
be cleaned periodically with water, either 
in the form of a spray or of steam. Steam 
is probably best ; it makes less mess and 
helps to move the dirt more quickly. 


Mortars, Pointing ‘and Renderings.— 
(These remarks apply to plastic repairs 
with equal force.) The object of ‘‘mortar” 
is to keep stones stable in a wall and keep 
out the weather. All mortars are and 
always have been dependent for their 
cohesive qualities on their calcium car- 
bonate or calcium sulphate contents. 
Materials used: Grey or white Portland 
cement, lime, sand. If a good fairly pure 
silica sand, it is inert and imperishable 
and can do no harm to any stone. Never 
use a fine sand for repair. The S.P.A.B. 
finds that while every case must be 
consideted on its own merits, a very good 
mix would often be six or seven parts of 
coarse, clean sand with one part of lime 
(ground, slaked, or hydrated), beaten up 
with water at the same time. This may 


thoroughly with a syringe. 
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be left to "stand, being kept moist. When 
it is wanted it may be used in the following 
way: Six or seven parts of the mixture 
may be taken and “knocked up’? with 
one part of Portland cement, the whole 
being thoroughly incorporated. This 
makes a mortar that may be relied on, 
and one which has an agreeable colour 
if the sand is well selected. 

Rake out the joints to a depth of at 
least two inches and then clean the cavity 
Sharp edged 
ribbon pointing is ugly and must never 
be used. In finishing off the plastic 
pointing be careful to wipe it well back 
with a wet brush shaken out to the right 
degree. This will keep it modestly in 
the background and will, at the same 
time, expose the grains of the aggregate. 


It is a matter of experience that plastic, 
or dentistry, repairs must be much coarser 
in grain than the stone they are in, when 
seen at a working distance. For plastic 
repairs use your sands as your pigments 
and never use any pigments to colour 
your mix. Do not try to reproduce a 
material by crushing it and mixing it 
with lime, cement and water. 


HOUSING SUBSIDIES 
No Change in Contributions 


EXCHEQUER subsidies and rate contribu- 
tions for new houses built by local authori- 
ties in England and Wales are to be un- 
changed for the sixth successive year. They 
will remain at the level first fixed under the 
Housing (Financial and Miscellaneous Pro- 
vision) Act, 1946, and will be payable in 
respect of new houses completed before June 
30, 1952. This decision was announced by 
the Minister of Local Government and Plan- 
ning, Mr. Hugh Dalton, in a White Paper 
published on June 29. 

The White Paper states that examination 
of the figures of tender prices obtained by 
local authorities showed that there was a 
slight increase during 1950. There was some 
increase in wages during the year, and an 
upward movement in the prices of certain 
materials. 

Under the Housing (Financial and Miscel- 
laneous Provisions) Act, 1946, the principal 
subsidies are:— 

General Standard Subsidy: Exchequer, 
£16 10s. per house per year for 60 years; 
local authority contribution, £5 10s. per house 
per year for 60 years. 

Special Subsidy for Houses for Agri- 
cultural Workers: Exchequer, £25 10s, per 
year for 60 years. Rates, £3 per year (£1 10s. 
from the focal authority and £1 10s. from 
the county council) for 60 years. 


FIRE PREVENTION IN U.K. 
Study-visit by European Experts 
FIRE PREVENTION EXPERTS from nine Euro- 
pean countries arrived in London last week 
on a two-week visit to the United Kingdom. 
Their visit forms the first part of a European 
tour sponsored by the Organisation for Euro- 
pean Economic Co-operation under Techni- 
cal Assistance arrangements. The mission, 
which was welcomed on July 2 by the Home 
Secretary, will spend most of its time study- 
ing recent research by British scientists into 
fire prevention. The team, which includes 
five British members, will continue its Euro- 
pean tour by visiting France, the Netherlands, 
Western Germany, Switzerland and Italy. On 
their return, the members will prepare a 
report for the O.E.E.C. 
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CONTROL OF SCARCE 


METALS 
Priorities for Essential Work 
A STATEMENT on the measures decided 
upon by the Government to control 
the use of scarce metals was made in Parlia- 


ment by Mr. GAITSKELL, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, on June 28. - 


First, allocation schemes were being pre- 
pared for iron and steel (other than sheet 
steel and tinplate, which were already subject 
to allocation) for introduction as soon as 
possible, and corresponding measures to regu- 
late the distribution of the more important 
of the scarce non-ferrous metals would also 
be worked out, said Mr. Gaitskell. 


Sec6ndly, since it would take some time to 
get these schemes introduced and working 
effectively, the following interim measures 
would be brought into operation so as to 
safeguard the defence programme mean- 
while. These were:— 

(a) A “ Defence Order ” symbol which can 
be applied, by Government decision, to 
orders for specialised defence equipment or 
work. The contracts to which this symbol 
is applied will be distinguished by the letters 
“D.O.”, the quotation of which, with the 
contract number, will entitle the contractor 
or sub-contractor to get steel (including alloy- 
steel, but excluding sheet steel and tinplate, 
which are already allocated) and certain non- 
ferrous metals, which at this stage will be 
limited to copper, zinc, and their alloys. 
Contractors will be notified in writing of 
contracts to which the “D.O.” rating will 
apply, and will be asked to pass on to their 
sub-contractors and component suppliers the 
appropriate contract numbers and “D.O.” 
symbols which should be used to identify 
these orders to the materials supplier. 


(b) So that demands supported by a 
“D.O.” symbol are not unduly concentrated 
on particular suppliers, the Minister of 
Supply proposes to arrange, through his Steel 
Rearmament Panel and the Non-Ferrous 
Metals Federation, for suppliers to set aside 
a proportion of their output for these special 
orders. This proportion will not in general 
be large, except in the case ‘of alloy-steels, 
and the consequent reduction in supplies for 
other purposes should be distributed fairly 
among all customers (including those who 
have “D.O.” contracts), in the light of the 
importance of the civil work they are doing. 

Thirdly, not only the defence programme 
but various categories of civilian production 
must be safeguarded while the allocation 
schemes are being worked out. These cate- 
gories include dollar and sterling area ex- 
ports and the fuel and power programmes, 
which remain as important as ever they were. 
Proposals are, therefore, being worked out 
whereby sponsoring Departments will be able 
to claim preferential treatment for specific 
orders for goods for which iron, steel (other 
than those already allocated) and copper 
zinc and their alloys are required, subject 
to a strict limit on the amount qualifying 
for such preferential treatment in any’ par- 
ticular period. This scheme, for which a 
special symbol, “P.T.”, indicating “ Pre- 
ferential Treatment,” will also be used, will 
enable Departments to deal with particularly 
difficult obstacles to important production 
caused by lack of comparatively small 
amounts of raw material. 

Finally, it must be emphasised that the 
interim measures for civilian production are 
intended to apply only to a small number 
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of cases of particular importance or difficulty. 
Over the rest of the wide field of metal-using 
industries the Government must meanwhile 
continue to look to industry—both manu- 
facturers and material suppliers—to do their 
best to make sufficient material available for 
those purposes which, in the light of the 
general guidance given by the Government, 
are known to be important. In cases of 
special difficulty, or of doubt about the 
degree of importance of an order, reference 
could be made to the production Depart- 
ment. 


Minister of Supply’s Statement 

The Chancellor’s statement was enlarged 
upon by Mr. Strauss, Minister of Supply, 
at a Press conference in London on the same 
day. Mr. Strauss said that the Chancellor’s 
anncuncement did not mean that there had 
been any deterioration in the raw materials 
situation; indeed, he was hopeful that the 
conversations taking place in Washington 
would lead to better distribution of raw 
materials. The situation was that contractors 
engaged in fulfilling defence orders and 
others were frequently finding themselves 
held up by shortages of steel, zinc and 
copper and their alloys, and the measures 
outlined by the Chancellor were intended to 
break such bottlenecks. 


There would be no statutory order made 
to enforce the temporary “D.O.” and 
“ P.T.” schemes, and they were relying upon 
co-operation within the industry to put them 
into practice. When the allocation schemes 
come into operation, which could not be for 
some months, they would operate under 
statutory authority. 


Asked if the building industry could 
qualify for the “P.T.” degree of priority, 
Mr. Strauss said that an allocation would 
be set aside for that purpose. 


Questioned concerning the effects of the 
“P.T.” scheme on users not entitled to claim 
this degree of priority, Mr. Strauss indicated 
that these might be judged by the fact that 
the amount of steel to be set aside under 
this scheme amounted to six to seven per 
cent. of the total. This would inevitably 
mean that the balance would be smaller 
and there might be delays in the supply of 
metals for less essential purposes. 


LIFTING CONCRETE FLOOR 
SLABS 


‘ A Method Developed in U.S.A. 

A LARGE AUDIENCE of architects and 
students was present at the Waldorf Hotel 
on June 29 to hear Mr. O’NeEi Forp, the 
American architect, explain, with the aid of 
a coloured film and slides, the “ Youtz-Slick ” 
system of lifting and placing complete con- 
crete floor and roof. siabs. Mr. R. Fitz- 
maurice, B.Sc., M.I1.C.E., Hon. A.R.LB.A., 
was in the chair. 

Mr. Ford said that the conventional 
system of producing upper floor and roof 
slabs of reinforced concrete meant “con- 
ditioning concrete by carpentry”; this was 
an expensive business in the States, where 
carpenters were paid £1 an hour. He showed, 
by means of the film, how shuttering was 
eliminated by the new method. First the 
ground floor’slab was laid; on this, separated 
only by tough paper or, cheaper still, a layer 
of a mixture of linseed oil and paraffin, the 
concrete slab for a roof was laid, followed 
by the slab for the next lower floor, and so 
on. Those using the method are at 
present prepared to go up to eight storeys 
in this way. 


The slabs are laid around the steel 
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columns, aiready in position, which are to 
constitute the main supports of the building. 
Hydraulic jacks powered by electric motors 
are attached to the tops of the columns, and 
when setting has taken place these raise the 
slabs into their appropriate positions, accord- 
ing to floor, by means of threaded steel rods. 
Once in position, the slabs are quickly 
welded permanently into place. 

The method was claimed by Mr. Ford to 
have effected considerable economies over 
conventional methods of construction, both 
in regard to time and costs and by savings 
in steel. He showed numerous examples of 
buildings constructed in this way, “ stiffened ” 
by the use of brickwork walls, all of which, 
whatever their other aesthetic or construc- 
tional vices or virtues, were remarkable for 
the long, clean lines that seem to go with 
this method of fabrication. 


RAW MATERIALS AND 
RESEARCH 
Economies with Scarce Materials 


G PEAKING at a luncheon in’ London 

recently on the occasion of a confer- 
ence between the Advisory (Council for 
Scientific and Industrial Research and the 
chairmen and directors of industrial and 
nationalised research associations, MR. 
Srrauss, Minister of Supply, said that the 
problem of research and raw materials was 
one of the most important of the day. 
“ Most materials are scarce; the needs of 
rearmament coming on top of a high level 
of industrial activity have led to demands 
which have in many cases outstripped the 
available resources ; a situation which I fear 
will face us for some years to come,” he 
continued. 

“What can we do? We can try to pro- 
duce or obtain more—but that does not 
always lie within our control, and in any 
case world resources of some materials are 
running down ; and we can use more effici- 
ently the material which is available to. us. 

“This is where the research associations 
have a useful role to play in their particu- 
lar industries. They can give valuable advice 
to their firms on the vital problem of how 
to conserve scarce materials by economy 
in use, by recovery and re-use, and by sub- 
stitution. 

“For example, it would be particularly 
useful just now if we could use aluminium 
in place of some of the scarcer metals, or 
if for some purposes we could do without 
metals altogether and use plastic materials 
instead. As an instance of what is already. 
being done in this field, I understand that 
the Non-Ferrous Metals Research Associa- 
tion is advising firms how to adopt improved 
methods of galvanising which will achieve 
economies in the use of zinc without sacrific- 
ing corrosion resistance. But it is not’ 
enough to advise on processes which have 
already been discovered. 


“Research Associations must undertake 
research into new methods of conserving 
Taw materials and they must try to evolve 
new specifications employing smaller quanti- 
ties of raw materials without any lowering 
of essential quality. In this, they will, I 
know, have the help and co-operation of 
the British Standards Institution. 

“There may in future be periods when 
supplies of some materials will exceed 
demand, but basically the shortage of raw 
materials is a long-term problem which is 
likely to remain with us even after re- 
armament is ended.” 











BELLS IN A SUFFOLK CHURCH 
Oak Foundations to be Replaced by 
. RSJIs 


Preliminary investigations of the founda- 
tions to the peal of six bells in the 700-year- 
old church at Tunstall, near Woodbridge, 
Suffolk, showed that the oak’ beams on 
which the bell framework rested was in a 
dangerous condition owing to the ravages 
of death watch beetle, writes the Rector, 
the Rev. J. Milton Thompson. Messrs. 
Gillett and Johnston, bell-founders, of 
Croydon, proposed the dismantling of all 
six’ bells, removal of decayed timbers and 
the laying of a completely new foundation 
of rolled steel joists. These will be tied 
and braced so as to make a strong grillage. 

All these joists will rest on padstones 
placed on holes specially cut by skilled 
masons in the walls of the tower. These 
holes will be made good with cement, 
after the joists have been placed in position. 
In this way the total weight will be dis- 
tributed over all four walls of the tower, 
and the foundation will remain absolutely 
firm and rigid under the ringing of the 
peal. Upon this solid steel base will be 
erected a cast-iron framework in which the 
bells will be hung. The six bells have 
been taken to the foundry to have -new 
clappers fitted, as most of the fittings are 
worn out. Fitting new clappers involves 
new gudgeons or pivots with new bearings 
of the totally enclosed ball-bearing pattern 
provided with a reservoir of lubricant 
which does not need replenishing except 
once every 12 years. While the bells are 
at the foundry, they will be cleaned and 
tuned and fitted with new oak headstock 
treated with preservative solution. 


When the beils are re-erected they will 
be brought down some 6 or 7 ft. so as to 
bring them below the level of the louvres. 
This will reduce considerably the leverage 
on the tower fabric, and the shortened 
draught of the bell ropes will give easier 
and more effective control of the bells by 
the ringers as well as improving the 
acoustic effect of the bells by modulating 
the sound somewhat in the immediate 
vicinity of the towe1, while tending to 
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increase the range over which they can be 
heard. The total cost of the works is 
estimated at about £800, the financing of 
which is putting a severe strain on the 
church’s financial resources.

Mr. Dudley F. Cox, Presi- 
dent of the L.M.B.A., will preside, and it 
is hoped that Lord Samuel, President of the 
Congress, will attend.

The builders, like the architects, are to 
have their own club at the Building Exhi- 
bition in November this year. The L.M.B.A., 
which is organising it, has taken over one of 
the restaurants in the Grand Hall on the 
right of the Addison-road entrance, and is 
furnishing it as a club lounge. Light refresh- 
ments will be available. Membership of the 
club is limited to members of the National 
Federation and their friends.

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BUILDERS AND CIVIL DEFENCE 
An Emergency Organisation 


As PART of the national civil defence 
arrangements and as mentioned in the Civj 
Defence Industrial Bulletin No. 1, issued by 
the Home Office, the Ministry of Works is 
ce-operating with the building and civil 
engineering industries in the preparation of 
a Works and Buildings Emergency Organisa- 
tion, which would be responsible in war-time 
for organising building and civil engineering 
contractors to deal with demolition, débris 
clearance and repairs following war damage, 

The scheme will be based on the voluntary 
participation of the building and civil 
engineering industries, members of these in- 
dustries being appointed as “Leaders” for 
Regions and local authority areas. These 
leaders, who are now engaged in prepara- 
tory work on this scheme would, in war- 
time, organise building and civil engineering 
contractors to deal with clearance and repair 
work. 

The leader for the London Region is Mr, 
D. E. Woodbine Parish, of Messrs. Holliday 
and Greenwood; with Mr. W. H. G. Roach, 
of Messrs. William Press and Son, as deputy 


leader. Mr. E. L. Jones, of the N.F.B.T.O. 
London Regional Committee, will, act as 
liaison officer with the. Operatives’ 
Organisation. 


Effective liaison and co-operation will be 
established between the Works and Buildings 
Emergency Organisation and other bodies 
who would be concerned with restoration 
work following war damage. 


A fire service scheme designed to deal with 
any atomic bomb explosion that might occur 
in the heart of London was described at the 
Chief Fire Offieers’ Association conference at 
Margate last week. 

Mr. F. W. Delve, chief officer of the 
London Fire Brigade, said that a highly 
mobile and flexible organisation was planned 
to include mobile columns and home cover 
forces. The object was to send immediately 
highly trained columns to attack at the peri- 
phery of the explosion and work towards 
the centre.

National Retrenchment 


SPEAKING at the opening of Luton 

Industrial Fair on June 29, Sir Harry 
Selley, president of the Federation of Master 
Builders, said there could be no doubt that 
the building industry was the first that felt 
the cold wind of any national programme 
of economy or retrenchment. Since 1945, 
the building, particularly the housing, pro- 
gramme had been chopped and changed by 
the Government, and only the previous week 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer had 
announced further restrictions on what type 
of building might be erected. 


“I can only hope that the target of 200,000 
houses promised for 1951 will, in fact,. be 
met,” he said. “I am afraid that Govern- 
ment spokesmen are already setting up alibis 
in advance. We builders would dearly like 
to be able to meet public demand—but we 
are forced to a fixed target. As you all 
know, no. building work on _ ordinary 
premises can be carried out without a 
licence, if it is in excess of £100. On Tues- 
day of this week, despite strong representa- 
tions from the Federation of Master 
Builders, the Minister of Works announced 
that this limit is to remain the same for 
another 12 months. Yet since June last year, 
cement prices have risen by 174 per cent., 
timber by 63 per cent. and most building 
materials likewise. Labour costs, too, have 
gone up. Thus £100 worth of building ‘work 
at 1950 prices will cost something like £150 
during the rest of 1951 and the first half 
of 1952, and the volume of building work 
will be cut by one third. This decision by 
the Government is manifestly absurd.” 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


Croydon Development Plan 


Croydon Borough Council have issued the 
Report of the Reconstruction Committee on 
the Development Plan prepared for the 
borough under the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Act, 1947. Information on the detailed 
schemes and recommendations is contained 
in the report together with population 
figures and” requirements. 


Stafford Civic Centre 


A resolution that a London architect be 
asked to prepare sketch drawings of Staf- 
ford’s proposed civic centre and office 
accommodation at Tenterbanks was passed 
at a Town Council meeting recently, after a 
proposal to refer the matter back had failed. 
Architect’s fees are estimated at less than 
£1,500. 


Union Membership Figures 

The 30th annual report of the Amalgama- 
ted Union of Building Trade Workers of 
Great Britain and Ireland, which covers the 
period from December, 1949, to December, 
1950, states that there was a decline in their 
membership totals during 1950. This was, 
however, considerably less than it was in 1948 
and 1949. On balance between admissions 
and exclusions the union lost 1,556 and 
finished the year 1950 with 81,247 members. 
They lost 3,424 during 1949 and 4,323 in 
1948. 


R.A.F. Reserves Club Appeal 


The R.A.F. Reserves Club, which is at 
present sharing premises with the R.N.V.R. 
Club, 38, Hill-street, W.1, has launched a 
New Premises Fund to raise the money neces- 
sary to acquire its own premises in South- 
street, off Park-lane. The object of the club 
is to provide a social and residential centre 
in the West End of London for officers of all 
the Royal Air Force Reserves, whether 
serving or retired, where the subscription 
rates and other charges are extremely reason- 
able, the accommodation first class and the 
atmosphere friendly and informal. 


A Guide to Belgium 


In spite of the wars and invasions to 
which that part of the Continent has been 
subjected, the cathedrals, churches and other 
buildings (not to mention the numerous 
museums) of Belgium contain a wanderful 
record of European art, extending over 
many centuries. This aspect of Belgian life 
receives due prominence in “ Belgium and 
Luxembourg, .Guide and Quiz,” published 
by Belux Publications, 44, Suffolk-road, 
Ilford, Essex, price 3s. 6d. The other types 
of information expected in a guide book are 
not neglected. 


International Welding Congress 

The first congress organised by the Inter- 
national Institute of Welding opens with a 
Government Reception at Lancaster House 
on July 14. Close on 500 delegates have 
enrolled, drawn from the welding experts of 
21 countries, including, besides all those of 
Western Europe, the United States, Canada, 
New Zealand, India, Yugoslavia, Persia and 
Turkey. The technical meetings will be held 
in Oxford from July 16 to 20. The conclu- 
ding function will be a banquet at the Savoy 
Hotel, London, on July 21, at which the 
Lord Privy Seal, Mr. R. Stokes, M.P., will 
be principal speaker. The following week 
the members of the Congress will be visiting 
works and shipyards in all parts of the 
country.

It urged 
that instead of the number of licences being 
based on a local authority’s current housing 
programme, the number of licences should 
be related to the housing progress made since 
the end of the war. 


Rebuilding in the Netherlands 


Under the slogan “Mixing Study with 
Entertainment,” the Rotterdam Bouwcen- 
trum is organising a tour from September 
3-9 to show the progress made in the re- 
building of the Netherlands. The tour has 
been organised specially for architects, 
builders and others connected with the 
building industry, and the all-in cost will be 
about £26.

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Asphalt Apprentices Visit Matlock 

At the invitation of the directors of the 
Faldo Asphalte Co., Permanite Asphalte Co.,

Lowering of Housing Standards 

A threat that house rents of Liverpool 
Corporation houses will have to be in- 
creased unless costs are stabilised, or, in- 
deed, fall, was given by Ald. H. N. Bewley, 
chairman of Liverpool Corporation Housing 
Committee, during an inspection the other 
day. Nowhere were costs rising so rapidly 
as in the field of housing. In the last nine 
months or so the cost of an ordinary three- 
bedroom house had risen between £150 
and £160, and there were no signs of rising 
costs being halted. 


Liverpool Corporation Housing Committee 
is, however, opposed to effecting economies 
in housing costs at the expense of the stan- 
dards of the houses being erected. Having 
studied reports by Dr. Ronald Bradbury, city 
architect and housing director, on this 
matter the committee has expressed the view 
that it would be unwise to be penny- 
wise and pound foolish to effect such 
economies, particularly as the houses now 
being built will have to stand for at least 
60 years. Certain minor amendments to 
current specifications to save about £50 per 
house were accepted. 


Government Attack Price Rings 


Speaking at Croydon on June 30, Mr. 
Dalton, Minister of Local Government and 
Planning, said that high profits were clear 
proof that price control had so far been too 
tender. The Government would now have 
to stiffen it, even though some trade associa- 
tions might squeal. They were mounting a 
full-scale attack on price rings and all the 
pernicious practices of monopoly capitalism, 
including resale price maintenance. - They 
would unmask the private tyranny of trade 
associations over traders who would like to 
reduce prices. 

“All the same,” added Mr. Dalton, “ the 
Government would not permit any return to 
the cut-throat competition, and ruinous sell- 
ing below cost, of the bad old days of Tory 
misrule and mass unemployment.” 


Peak District Housing 


The Sheffield and Peak District Branch of 
the Council for the Preservation of Rural 
England have recently issued their report for 
1951. On the subject of recent building the 
report notes with satisfaction that local 
authorities were pursuing their admirable 
policy of building stone houses of good de- 
sign and states that a welcome innovation 
was the use by Bakewell R.D.C. of limestone 
walling for three pairs of houses at Earl 
Sterndale. The report goes on to point out 
thatthe art of building limestone walls had 
declined and the point had been reached 
where it was impossible to get houses érected 
with limestone walls. But a firm had met 
this difficulty by manufacturing blocks of 
limestone walling baeked up with concrete. 
These blocks were, in effect, small pieces of 
limestone cottage wall which could be put 
together by bricklayers, and the branch 
hoped that their use would become general 
in limestone districts.

‘BALLAST AND SAND INDUSTRY 
Amended Wages Agreement 


BY agreement of the National Joint Coun- 
cil for the Ballast and Sand Industry, on 

June 12 last, the Wages Agreement for the 

industry was amended as follows:— 

1. Classifications. The classifications under 
the Wages Agreement shall, immediately 
after the pay-day in week ending June 30, 
1951, be amended as follows: Class 1A and 


Class 2A and Class 3 to be merged and called 
Class 2. 

2. Adjustments in Wage Rates. Immedi- 
ately after the pay-day in week ending June 
30, 1951, (a) the basic rates of wages for 
labourers shall be: Class 1—2/6d. per hour; 
Class 2—2/5d. per hour; (b) the rates of 
wages for “C” Class licence drivers shall 
be: Drivers of vehicles under 12 tons gross 
laden weight: Class 1—2/83d. per hour; Class 
2—2/73d. per hour; Drivers of vehicles over 
12 tons gross laden weight: Class 1—2/10d. 
per hour; Class 2—2/9d. per hour; (c) the 
rates of payment for watchmen shall be: 
Class 1—16/- per shift; Class 2—15/- per 
shift. 

3. Existing Higher Rate. Employers 
already operating a higher basic wage in 
accordance with Clause 7 (7) of the Wages 
Agreement may be exempt from such portion 
of the above increases as is already in 
operation.

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SCOTTISH HOUSING HANDBOOK 
New Standards for Housing Layouts 


STANDARDS for the siting and layout of © 


local’authority housing schemes: are 
given in Parts 1 and 2 of the Scottish Hous- 
ing Handbook which have just been issued 
by the Department of Health for Scotland. 
Other parts of the handbook dealing with 
house design and house equipment have 
already been published. 

Provided that the handbook’s standards 
are observed and that qualified technical 
officers are employed in producing the lay- 
outs and house designs, local authorities need 
not obtain the Department’s approval to their 
plans and specifications for normal housing. 
This, is part of the system recommended by 
the Local Government Manpower Commit- 
tee for Scotland for reducing the time and 
work involved in approving local authorities’ 
housing proposals. 

Local authorities are reminded in the hand- 
book of the possibility of relaxing pre-war 
building bye-laws to give effect to modern 
standards and developments in technique. 
Pre-war bye-laws tend to be less economical, 
the handbook claims. For example, ceilings 
of 7 ft. 6 in. instead of 8 ft. or 9 ft. are now 
considered suitable for any room. Local 
authorities who wish to accept any of the 
handbook’s recommendations in place of 
their present bye-laws can rely on immediate 
approval’by the Secretary of State. 

Standards of road construction can also be 
unnecessarily high, the handbook adds. 
Housing development roads, for example, 
need not be designed to take the same traffic 
as arterial roads. “ Where the road widths 
and thicknesses expected by a roads authority 
are appreciably greater than those recom- 
mended in this handbook, the housing 
authority should draw their attention to this 
and ask them to accept, at least in their local 
authority housing schemes, roads constructed 
to the standards of this handbook.” Recom- 
mended width and specifications for housing 
scheme roads are set out in a new series of 
tables and are illustrated in diagrams. 

Other points made in the roads section of 
the handbook are: “Conservation of good 
agricultural land is of major importance. 

“It will usually be found possible in prac- 
tice to achieve an average net density of up 
to 16 houses per acre. The equivalent gross 
density for the whole neighbourhood (includ- 
ing through-traffic roads, schools, local shop- 
ping centres and open spaces other than 
major recreational grounds) would normally 
be eight or nine houses per acre. 

“The need for sunlight can sometimes be 
met by abandoning the orthodox conception 
of a street as a corridor of houses facing 
each other and by arranging houses in tiers 
or terraces at an angle to the road. This will 
often improve their view, insulate them from 
traffic and add variety to the appearance of 
the street. 


“Arterial roads, through roads or local 
through roads should never pass through. 
housing areas but round or between them.” 

Measures are recommended for preventing 
damage during the preparation of sites (for 
example, to trees, hedges and existing 
buildings). 

Further parts of the handbook, including 
those dealing with economy in house build- 
ing and general specifications, are in pre- 
paration, and will be issued to local 


authorities in due. ceurse.

The housewives will be invited to inspect 
and discuss the house’s merits or demerits 
with him and his experts. 


Valuable information which is likely to be 
most useful in these Scottish housing experi- 
ments to produce cheaper houses at a faster 
rate of building has been ‘brought back by 
Mr. Tom Fraser, Joint Under Secretary, from 
his recént tour of Holland, and a model based 
on the results of the Dutch visit will be on 
show to the housewives. 


Scotland’s Georgian Buildings 

THE NEED for efforts to be made to 
preserve Georgian buildings in Scotland was 
stressed by Mr. W. WALKER, A.R.A., vice- 
president of the Association for the Preser- 
vation of Rural Scotland, at its annual meet- 
ing in Edinburgh. 

Mr. Walker said that many beautiful 
Georgian, and even Victorian buildings, were 
at present being pulled down in Scotland. In 
England a great many of these buildings 
had, on the other hand, been saved. The 
treatment of them in Scotland, he thought, 
was harsh. 


Decline in Stone Quarrying 

OPENING the “ Living Traditions ” exhibi- 
tion in the Royal Scottish Museum, Edin- 
burgh, recently, Mr. THOMAS JOHNSTON, 
chairman of the Festival of Britain Scottish 
Committee, said that the purpose of the exhi- 
bition was not merely one of admiration ‘and 
interest in the things that were lovely and 
good from our craftsmen of the past. The 
exhibition should be related to our future. 


Referring to the decline in strength of the 
stone quarrying industry in recent years, he 
said sustained efforts were now being made 
to recreate that industry in the. north, and, 
he added, inquiries were being started to find 
out why the Fine Art Commission should 
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have recommended Northumberland stone 
for Scottish Government buildings. 

In a statement to the Press on Mr. John- 
ston’s comment, Mr. A. E. HASWELL MILLER, 
secretary of the Fine Art Commission for 
Scotland, said that the commission had stated 
theif preference for Northumberland stone 
because they had been informed by the 
Ministry of Works that there was no possi- 
bility of finding cream:coloured stone in 
Scotland in the quantity and quality desired. 


New Flats at Edinburgh 


THE new multi-storeyed flats erected at 
Gorgie, Edinburgh, for the Corporation, 
would be of technical interest te people all 
over the world, said Lorp Provost JAMES 
MILLER, when he opened the first. section. 

Sixteen of*the 72 four-apartment houses 
have now been completed. A novel feature 
of the flats is a nursery school with a roof 
playground. Each pair of houses has access 
to a refuse disposal chute discharging at 
floor level into a removal container, and each 
block, of which there are six, has a staircase 
and a small passenger lift, large enough to 
hold a pram. Drying cupboards and a gas 
incinerator, as well as the usual kitchenette 
equipment, are provided in each house. Solid 
fuel fireplaces are dispensed with, and hot 
water and space heating are provided from a 
central heating chamber in the basement. It 
is estimated that each of the houses will cost 
about £2,000 each. 


ABERDEEN FESTIVAL 
EXHIBITION m 
Development Plan Explained 


ABERDEEN has organised as part of its 

Festival of Britain programme a public 
exhibition of the Comprehensive City Survey 
and Advisory Development Plan recently 
prepared for the corporation by its town plan- 
ning consultants, Messrs. W. Dobson Chap- 
man and Partners, of Macclesfield. The 
exhibition, which is to be held in the Music 
Hall, will. be from Friday, July 6, to July 27 
(10 a.m. to 9.30 p.m. weekdays). 

The purpose of the exhibition is to make 
known to the public the problems confront- 
ing those concerned with improvement of the 
city and the guiding of new development 
along sound lines. These problems and the 
many good, and not-so-good, features of the 
city structure as it exists are shown graphi- 
cally and in much detail’ on the various 
survey maps and diagrams to be exhibited. 

Considerations such as the relationship of 
home to places of work and play, entertain- 
ment and education, and indeed the inter- 
relationship of all those different elements of 
the city structure that mean so much to its 
inhabitants, is given the fullest expression in 
the Plan as exhibited, and it is the belief 
of those responsible for organising the exhi- 
bition that it will do much to indicate the 
great importance of the work of the town 
planner to the future well-being of the “man 
in the street” and his family. 

The exhibition incorporates a housing 
section in which examples of the work of 
the corporation housing department are 
portrayed, including a full-size section of a 
modern dwelling unit in a multi-storeyed 
block of flats. In addition, there are to be 
displays of films relating to town planning, 
housing and health and welfare.
